Hitler has returned and Von Pap-

However there were intimations at 
the Nazi Press bureau today that 
Von Papen might take an extended 
leave of absence, and that he mignt 
change his position from vice chan- 
cellor to minister without portfolio 
to be succeeded in the vice chancel- 
lory by the Prussian Premier, Wit- 
helm Goering.

Application for the new trial was 


opposed by District Attorney John 
T. Delaney. He insisted that Saet- 
ta made the eleventh hour state-

DECLARES HE'LL TAKE 


ISSUES TO PEOPLE

WASHINGTON', July 5.—Af- 


ter » dashing attack on the 
"new deal," Senator William E. 
Borah (R) of Idaho, started on 
a one-man campaign today to 
free the government of bureau- 
cracy and business of the stran- 
gle hold of monopoly. 
Borah charged Democracy, as es- 


tablished under the constitution is 
being frittered away by a bureau- 
cracy here. He said economic re- 
covery is being frustrated by de- 
struction of individual rights and 
the control of business through mo- 
nopoly. 
The fiery senator charged both 


Republican and Democratic parties 
seek to "smother" these issues in 
t h e f o r t hcoming campaign. He 
warned both he personally will car- 
ry the issues to the people. 


"The effort," said Borah, "to fast- 


en a stranglehold sj'stem of bureau- 
cracy upon the people generally, to 
place producers and small business 
in a network of laws and rules and 
regulations which not only embar- 
rass the people but aggravate their 
distress, I shall oppose in every way 
I know. And shall during the sum- 
mer and autumn, as best I may, pre- 
sent these matters to the people of 
this country and urged them to ask 
the leaders at Washington to loosen 
the grip of bureaucracy upon the 
daily lives and habits of the people." 


Challenges Both Parties 


Borah threw his challenge to both 
parties, though particularly to the 
administration, in a vigorous speech 
last night.. 


He began by recalling the strug- 


gle in 1776 "between a government 
of law and a government of men," 
he said this struggle is continuing. 
He prayed for an opportunity to "re- 
trace our steps," so "America may 
live her own life and preserve her 
principles and institutions." Any 
other form of government, he said, 
is "tyranny". 


Borah recited how America en- 
tered the World war to make the 
world safe for Democracy. He said 
this venture cost America $40,000,- 
000,000 of the taxpayer's money, be- 
•Ues the "dead and. crippled, our 
•timed and insane, 'our wrenched 
•nd twisted institutions". 


"All America got out- of the war, 


he added, was a repudiation of the 
debts. 


"Our departure from the policies 


of Washington and Jefferson in for- 
eign affairs proved no more disap- 
pointing and disastrous to the in- 
terests of the Amercian people," he 
continued, "than will be our depart- 
ure from the principles embodied in 
the constitution in domestic af- 
fairs".

He 
warned both he personally will car- 
ry the issues to the people. 


"The effort." said Borah, "to fast- 


en a stranglehold system of bureau- 
cracy upon the people generally, to 
place producers and small business 
In a network of laws and rules and 
regulations -which not only embar- 
rass the people but aggravate their 
distress, I shall oppose in every way 
I know. And shall during the sum- 
mer and autumn, as best I may, pre- 
sent these matters to the people of 
this country and urged them to ask 
the leaders at Washington to loosen 
the grip of bureaucracy upon the 
daily lives and .habits of the people." 


Challenges Both Parties 
Borah threw his challenge to both 


parties, though particularly to the 
administration, In a vigorous speech 
last night.. 
He began by recalling the strug- 


gle in 1776 "between a- government 
of law and a government of men," 
he said this struggle Is continuing. 
He prayed for an opportunity to "re- 
trace our steps," so "America may 
live her own life and preserve her 
principles and institutions." Any 
other form of government, he said, 
is "tyranny". 
Borah recited how America en- 


tered the World war to make the 
world safe for Democracy. He said 
this venture cost America $40,000,- 
800,000 of the taxpayer's money, be- 
the "dead and crippled, our 


ttmed and insane, 'our wrenched 


ind twisted institutions". 


"All 
America •; got out- of the war, 


he added, was a repudiation of' the 
debts. 
"Our "departure from the policies 


of Washington and Jefferson In for-

WASHINGTON, July 5.—Af­ 
ter a »lashing attack on the 
“new deal,” Senator William E. 
Borah (R) of Idaho, started on 
a one-man campaign today to 
free the government of bureau­ 
cracy and business of the stran­ 
gle hold of monopoly. 
Borah charged Democracy, as es- j 
tablished under the constitution is 
being frittered away by a bureau- j 
cracy here. He said economic re- j 
covery is being frustrated by de- j 
struction of individual rights and 
the control of business through mo- 
nopoly. 
The fiery senator charged both 
Republican and Democratic parties 
seek to “smother” these issues in 
t h e f o r t hcoming campaign. He 
warned both he personally will car­ 
ry the issues to the people. 
“The effort,” said Borah, “to fast­ 
en a stranglehold system of bureau­ 
cracy upon the people generally, to 
place producers and small business 
in a network of laws and rules and 
regulations which not only embar­ 
rass the people but aggravate their 
distress, I shall oppose in every way 
I know. 
And shall during the sum­ 
mer and autumn, as best I may, pre­ 
sent these matters to the people of 
this country and urged them to ask 
the leaders at Washington to loosen 
the grip of bureaucracy upon the 
daily lives and habits of the people.” 
Challenges Both Parties 
Borah threw his challenge to both 
parties, though particularly to the 
administration, in a vigorous speech 
last night. 
He began by recalling the strug­ 
gle in 1776 “between a government 
of law and a government of men,” 
he said this struggle is continuing. 
He prayed for an opportunity to “re­ 
trace our steps,” so “America may 
live her own life and preserve her 
principles and 
institutions.” 
Any 
other form of government, he said, 
is “tyranny”. 
Borah recited how America en­ 
tered the World war to make the 
world safe for Democracy. 
He said 
this venture cost America $40,000,- 
600.000 of the taxpayer’s money, be­ 
tides the “dead and crippled, our 
fetlm ed and insane. ’our wrenched 
•nd twisted institutions”. 
“All America got out of the war, 
he added, was a repudiation of the 
debts. 
“Our departure from the policies 
of Washington and Jefferson in for­ 
eign affairs proved no more disap­ 
pointing and disastrous to the in­ 
terests of the Amercian people,” he 
continued, “than will be our depart­ 
ure from the principles embodied in 
the constitution 
in domestic af­ 
fairs”.

OUR NUDIST COLONY 


I USED TO belong to a nudist 
colony. 


Our toes were all stubbed, our 


knees were lacerated, our backs were 
red and blistered, we had freckles all 
over our faces, we were scrawny and 
noisy and the farmers in the rieigh-- 
borhood were known to complain 
about our presence—but as I re- 
member it, it was a great success.

A VALUABLE WORK 


The North American Indians of the early days, although in an 


uncivilized state, possessed one advantage not enjoyed today even by the 
•world's most highly civilized nations. 


Most of the tribes spoke different languages, and there were few 


members of one tribe who could speak the language of another tribe. 
The various groups, nevertheless, had a common sign language with 
•which practically all Indians from the Pacific to the Atlantic were fa- 
zhiliar. 


Major General Hugh L. Scott at the time of his death was en- 


gaged in compiling a dictionary of this sign language. Through his long 
contact with the Indian, first as foe and later as friend, he understood 
the language probably better than any other white man. It was com- 
posed of symbols made with hand and finger movements, in view of 
ethnologists, it was the most remarkable system of communication ever 
employed by mankind. 


The Smithsonian Institution, to the bureau of ethnology of which 


General Scott's unfinished work was turned over, has set its hand to the 
tack of completing the dictionary. In order to do this it has brought 
to Washington, Richard Sanderville,' 70-year-old Blackfoot, who thor- 
oughly understands the language and is one of the very few remaining 
Indians who do. The language was composed of at least 2,000 symbols. 
The dictionary, as begun by General Scott, will consist of 2,000 cards. 
Each of these will contain a work and its sign symbol. 


Completion of the work will prove of inestimable value to Amer- 


ican ethnology. In undertaking this, the Smithsonian Institution is per- 
forming a task the importance of which will grow with the years.

SOMEBODY BLUNDERED 


Study of the statistics reveals that a majority of the 756,500 auto- 


mobile accidents in the United States in 11533 occurred on straight, dry 
roads in clear weather, and involved cars in good condition driven by 
persons with a year or more of experience. Over 75 per cent of these 
drivers were persons of mature age—from 25 to 64. The majority of 
the 30,000 deaths and 850,000 injuries must be attributed to blunders. 


A recent analysis by the National Bureau of Casualty and Surety 


Underwriters shows what the blunders were. 


There are eight in all. . 
1. Drove too fast for conditions—this accounted for approximately 


three-fourths of all mishaps in 1933 assigned to driving blunders. 


2. Failed to slow down at intersections. 
3. Failed to keep to the right. 
4. Tried to pass another car going in the same direction when 


yiew was obstructed. 


6. Failed to slow down on approaching pedestrians. 
6. Passed on the right of a preceding vehicle. 
7. Ignored important traffic control devices. 
8. Parked at dangerous spots. 
If drivers will obey the eight common sense rules suggested by 


these violations, the annual accident record can be be reduced to a 
negligible figure.

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FLIGHT TO ALASKA 
S 
PECULATION apropos the forthcoming mass flight of to 
fast army bombing planes from Washington to Alaska and 
return concerns the international aspect of the thing rather than 


its aeronautical purposes. 
The public will follow the flight in the newspapers and 
news reels with the usual interest but the conversation will deal 
mainly with what the war department is thinking of and what 
Japan and Russia will think about it. 
It is a foregone conclusion that Japanese jingoes will in­ 
terpret the flight as an open threat against Japan and another 
move on the part of Washington toward American supremacy 
on the Pacific. 
Everything Uncle Sam does anywhere on the 
Pacific has some ulterior military motive in the imagination of 


the Japs. 
W ar department heads make no secret of the fact that the 
air armada will map routes, locate landing fields and otherwise 
give a thought to Alaskan defenses. 
Asia is not so far from 
Alaska that Uncle Sam can leave his territory unprotected. 
This year's naval and air maneuvers staged by Uncle Sam 
should have one of two results: Japan will either take the hint 
and join in disarmament plans or she will take fright and bank­ 
rupt herself with costly armaments. 
The 10 U.' S. air corps planes will demonstrate the facility 
with which Uncle Sam can speed protection to his Alaskan out­ 
posts at the first warning of danger. 
The corps has proved 
much more proficient in carrying bombs than in carrying mail. 


A VALUABLE WORK 
The North American Indians of the early days, although in an 
uncivilized state, possessed one advantage not enjoyed today even by the 
world’s most highly civilized nations. 
Most of the tribes spoke different languages, and there were few 
members of one tribe who could speak the language of another tribe. 
The various groups, nevertheless, had a common sign language with 
which practically all Indians from the Pacific to the Atlantic were fa­ 
miliar. 
Major General Hugh L. Scott at the time of his death was en­ 
gaged in compiling a dictionary of this sign language. Through his long 
contact with the Indian, first as foe and later as friend, he understood 
the language probably better than any other white man. 
It was com­ 
posed of symbols made with hand and finger movements, in view of 
ethnologists, it was the most remarkable system of communication ever 
employed by mankind. 
The Smithsonian Institution, to the bureau of ethnology of which 
General Scott’s unfinished work was turned over, has set its hand to the 
task of completing the dictionary. 
In order to do this it has brought 
to Washington, Richard Sanderville, 70-year-old Blackfoot, who thor­ 
oughly understands the language and is one of the very few remaining 
Indians who do. The language was composed of at least 2,000 symbols. 
The dictionary, as begun by General Scott, will consist of 2,000 cards. 
Each of these will contain a work and its sign symbol. 
Completion of the work will prove of inestimable value to Amer­ 
ican ethnology. In undertaking this, the Smithsonian Institution is per­ 
forming a task the importance of which will grow with the years.

OUR NUDIST COLONY 
I USED TO belong to a nudist 
colony. 
Our toes were all stubbed, our 
knees were lacerated, our backs were 
red and blistered, we had freckles all 
over our faces, we were scrawny and 
noisy and the farmers in the n e ig h ­ 
borhood were known to complain 
about our presence—but as I re­ 
member it. it was a great success. 
It met every day in the summer 
time on the banks of a little river, 
right where the Salsipuedes creek 
flowed into the Pajaro, near a rock 
where a turtle was always sunning 
himself until we came along. . . . 
We had fun. . . . It was a mile out 
of town by a dusty road, and some­ 
times we’d catch a ride all the way 
on the water wagon or we walked 
along, squishing our toes in the 
newly watered road.

Last one in was a nigger baby— 
and unless you hid your clothes the 
last one out always found th at some­ 
body had chawed beef on him and 
if you think it isn’t possible to tie 
a kid’s shirt into what is practically 
a Gordian knot then you never had 
anybody chaw beef on your clothes. 
. . . We climbed into trees and 
dived in like frogs. We tried to sea 
who could dive the farthest under 
water. 
We got way up the creek 
and knocked rocks together under 
water—and THAT hurts the other 
fellows’ ears something terrible. . . . 
But most of the time I guess we 
just lay on the sandy-silty bank and 
ate apples and threw the cores in 
the creek and watched them float 
away and smoked wormwood cig- 
arets or cubebs or maybe real cig- 
arets—I was a sissy and wouldn t 
smoke those—and boasted! Boasted 
about 
everything. 
About 
where 
we’d been and what we’d done and 
how long we could stay under water 
and how tough we were and what 
we were going to do when we got 
out of school. . . . We didn’t have 
any fancy ideas about freedom and 
the joy of going without clothes 
and being free of the “intolerable 
restrictions of civilization.”

A recent analysis by the National Bureau of Casualty and Surety 
Underwriters shows what the blunders were. 
There are eight in all. • 
1. Drove too fast for conditions—this accounted for approximately 
three-fourths of all mishaps in 1933 assigned to driving blunders. 
2. Failed to slow down at intersections. 
3. Failed to keep to the right. 
4. Tried to pass another car going in the same direction when 
▼lew was obstructed. 
5. Failed to slow down on approaching pedestrians. 
Passed on the right of a preceding vehicle. 
Ignored im portant traffic control devices. 
Parked at dangerous spots. 
If drivers will obey the eight common sense rules suggested by 
these violations, the annual accident record can be be reduced to a 
negligible figure.

It would be. The situation becomes 
the. more incredible the further the 
parallel Is drawn.

Hitler Shocked 


World reaction to his decrees of 


death before the firing squad for 
enemies and old companions-In- 
arms has surprised and aggrieved 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler. 


Foreign reaction came as a shock 


after the adulation in his own press 
controlled by the Nazi bureau of 
propaganda and public enlighten- 
ment. 


And as a result, the list of "promi- 
nent" persons executed which has 
been repeatedly promised by the 
Nazi Press bureau, may never be 
Issued. 


Even history may never be able

A situation absolutely ineompre- 
hensable to Americans exists in 
Germany today as a result of the 
deaths of an unknown number In 
the shootings and executions of the 
bloody week-end. 
Many of the most prominent men 
In the life of the nation have disap­ 
peared and It is impossible to deter­ 
mine from the newspapers, from the 
government or even from 
their 
friends and families what was their 
fate. 
Mystery Of Great Dimensions 
It is a mystery alongside which 
other mysteries of history like the 
‘ Man in the Iron Mask” fade into 
insignificance. 
Only today did there come to Ber­ 
lin word of the fate of the former 
premier of Bavaria, Dr. Gustave Von 
Kahr, who squelched Hitler’s “beer 
hall putsch” in 1923. It is now re­ 
ported that his body was found, rid­ 
dled with bullets, in a swamp near 
Dachau, near Munich. 
With it were the bodies of Lieu­ 
tenant Schreinger who was jailed 
for propagandizing in the Reich- 
swehr (ergular army) of which he 
was an officer in 1930 and Herr 
Sentner, a close friend of Captain 
Ernst Roehms. 
The death of K ahr was denied by 
the government press office in Ber­ 
lin previously. This time it was re­ 
ported there was no denial on the 
part of Nazi officials in Munich. 
The men were executed by a firing 
squad in the Stadelheim, the huge 
fortress of the city. 
Others who directed the suppres­ 
sion of Hitler’s abortive attem pt to 
overthrow the government 11 years 
ago are believed to be dead. 
They include, Lieutenant General 
von Lessow, who commanded the 
Munich garrison at th at time; Jo­ 
han von Seisser, commander of the 
Munich police, and Karl Steutzel, 
former minister of the interior for 
Bavaria. 
How these men, old enemies of 
the Brown shirts, were Involved in 
a threatened rebellion headed by 
Brown shirt leaders, was not ex­ 
plained. 
Denies One Execution 
Also only today came some word 
as to the fate of Manfred von Kil- 
linger, premier of Saxony, who has 
been missing. 
The government press bureau in a 
statem ent threatening a dire fate 
for those who circulated “unwar­ 
ranted rumors” denied the execu­ 
tion of Premier Killinger. It is said 
that he had been arrested as a sus­ 
pect, sent to a concentration camp 
but now had been released. 
How incredible this situation is to 
Americans can be realized only by 
drawing parallels. Suppost in one

Most farmers, in their desire to 
quickly clear their fields, forget th at 
the creatures destroyed are of more 
value than the tiny space in a hay 
or grain field where the young are 
hatched. Bob-whites and ringnecks 
are considered invaluable from the 
standpoint of the destructive insects 
and grubs they consume, and yet 
in many sections of the Common­ 
wealth farmers are so engrossed in 
beautifying their farms, clearing out 
every semblance of brush, weeds, or 
other cover from fence rows th at it 
is impossible for birds to find suf­ 
ficient cover to live.

'Munich of the 
North" A rebirth of the Nazi party 
launched years- ago- at Munich by 
the • then unknown Adolph Hitler 
now Chancellor of the Reich, was 
foretold as the possible outcome of 
the conference.' 


Hitler Not Present 


Hitler did not attend the Flens- 
ourg meeting. His aid and spokes- 
man Rudolph Hess 
was 
present 


however. So was Dr. Paul Joseph 
Goebbels, the Reich's energetic min- 
ister of propaganda. 


Since the Flensburg gathering was 


purely political, no violently revolu- 
tionary action was anticipated. The 
congress was expected, however to 
effectively purge the party of unde- 
sirable radical elements, at least as 
far as official positions • were con- 
cerned. 


The names of many leaders who 


lean toward the extremist policies 
were expected' to be missing from 
the party's roster of officials, and

Chancellor Hitler did not go to 


Flensburg, it was believed, because 
of the acute situation which still 
prevails in Berlin.

avoid national Bolshevism, but one 
time prosperous Germany has al- 
ready taken on many aspects of 
the poverty-stricken Soviet Union. 


While the rest of the world is still 


striving to get rid of surplus stocks 
of raw materials this country has 
stepped twenty years backward and 
In 1934, at peace, Is beginning 
to 


suffer the same kind of hardship it 
endured in 1914 at war. 
Substitutes In Use 


The German word "ersatz" mean- 


ing substitute which became world 
famous during the war is once more 
prominent in Germany's vooabulary.

that rations can be Introduced un- 
less the direct necessities

this. 
Propaganda can say black is 


white but the black fact of ration 
cards would be too deep to whiten. 


Yet unless Germany comes to bet- 


ter terms with the outside world her 
population by all signs today is go- 
ing to eat less, wear worse clothes, 
and have less warmth in winter.

Vatican Resentment.

STILL THE NEWS is from Ger- 


many, everything else dwindles. Old 
President Hindenburg congratulates 
all the survivors. Some of the dead 
may be better off than the living. 


According to Universal Service, 


Roehm, who had fought_at the side 
of Hitler since the beginning, did 
not commit suicide. Lelt with a 
loaded revolver in his prison cell, he 
refused to kill himself and, after 
being given "ten minutes more," was 
shot down by a firing squad. 


THE FORMER KAISER expresses 


amazement at Hitler's energy and 
strength. He says Hitler is "strong- 
er than ever." 


It is clear the Chancellor does not 


lack strength of -will or swiftness of 
execution. 
Before he had seized 


complete power he predicted "heads 
will roll." 
They are rolling, and 
Hitler's head man, Goebbels, pre- 
dicts that "more heads will roll." 


THE POPE'S GOVERNMENT In 


the Vatican resents, bitterly, and 
naturally, the statement that Hein- 
rich Klausner, head of the Catholic 
Action party in Berlin, has com- 
mitted suicide. 
An official of the 


Vatican recalls that "only recently 
Klausner made a noble speech to 
Berlin Catholics, •which -was read 
with deepest satisfaction 
by the 


Vatican." 
The 
Vatican 
official, 


quoted by International News Ser- 
vice, adds: 


"We must strongly protest 


against the attempt to cam- 
ouflage murder as suicide, since 
the Catholic religion forbids sui- 
cide. Militants, like Klausner, 
would not dream of taking their 
own lives." 
The same official said further: 


"It is deplorable that, not con- 


tent with killing their adversary, 
the Brown Shirts threw mnd at 
his noble figure." 


THE SHOOTINGS, suicides,, ar- 


rests and denunciations in Berlin 
recall days of the French revolution 
when Mirabeau, treacherously serv- 
ing the Royalist party, would have 
been guillotined had not death taken 
him first; Dan ton, the intellectual 
force of the revolution, was executed 
by Robespierre. 


Robespierre in turn was guillo- 


tined, his Jaw broken so that he 
could not talk at the last, very pain- 
ful for a;' revolutionist. 
Marat, the 


last that rose to power,'-was butch- 
ered in his bath by the French girl 
Charlotte Corday, and at last Napo- 
leon came to put them all at work 
killing people in other countries, for 
his glory. 


HITLER ANNOUNCES that the 


soldiers in this troops must be one 
hundred per cent pure and moral 
or at. least refrain from the viler 
forms of degradation. That was not 
the idea of Napoleon, to whom is 
credited the saying, "The -worse the 
man, the better the soldier. If sol- 
diers are not corrupt, they ought to 
be made so." 


Samuel Johnson said "Every man 
thinks meanly of himself for not 
having been a soldier or not having 
been at sea." If reports from Ber- 
lin are correct, no man need think 
'meanly of himself for not having 
been a soldier of the type that Hit- 
ler has been shooting recently. 


WHAT IS TO happen? 
Hitler 


had built his tower high, stood on 
the top, while Germany held its 
peace, or shouted: "Heil Hitler!" 
giving the Nazi salute. That tower 
appears to be crumbling at the bot- 
tom, 
undermined by inside treach- 


ery. 


Suppose It falls and Hitler crashes 


with it, what next? There is only 
too good reason to fear that savage 
atrocities and reprisals might ensue, 


massacres on a big scale, not only'of 
Germans of Jewish blood, of whom 
Hitler had tried to make national 
scapegoats, but also of other Ger- 
mans guilty «-f achieving success, or 
possessing wealth. 


WHAT WILL HAPPEN politi- 


cally if old Hindenburg proves mis- 
taken in his message to Hitler, "You 
have saved the German people from 
grave danger?" Suppose they are 
not saved? 


The former Kaiser says Hitler's 


power "is now at its highest." 


Suppose the next step is the down- 


ward plunge. What then? 


All serious politicians in Europe 


ask .themselves that question. 


THE POPE has abandoned for the 


time his plan of departure from the 
Vatican for his cool villa on the 
heights, and will remain in spite of 
his seventy-five years, enduring the 
intense heat of Rome within the 
Vatican walls. Better informed, per- 
haps, than any man in Europe, he 
chooses to remain in touch. Eng- 
land arid France worry like a quiet 
couple with "B. burglar downstairs." 


THAT THE HITLER 
collapse 


would be followed by horrible vio- 
lence Is only too probable. 
What 


would come afterward? 


Would extreme "red radicalism" 


come to the front to take control? 
Would there be that union of Rus- 
sia and Germany that many Ger- 
mans advocated immediately after 
the signing of the Versailles treaty? 


IT IS INTERESTING to read to- 
day Russia is lending money to Ger- 
many indirectly by buying German 
exchange for gold, strengthening the' 
mark, 
. In what position would England, 
France, Italy and the rest of west- 
ern Europe be, If Germany and Rus- 
sia should unite, Germany supply- 
ing the scientific knowledge, the 
chemical skill, the perfected indus- 
trial equipment, and Russia the 
power of will that has successfully 
defied the civilized world while put- 
ting through -with marvelous success 
a plan that, in the beginning, -was 
universally derided? 


THERE IS REALLY no important 


news now except German news, fol- 
lowed closely by every intelligent 
human being. 
' At the moment Hitler has the 
government and the guns in his 
hands. And troops who have learned 
from Hitler's 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing visit to Munich how quickly and 
how powerfully he can strike, won- 
der if they get rid of that "cure 
where they would find another 
leader. 


HITLER HAS by no means "gone 


into hiding." He appears in public, 
riding through the streets in an open 
automobile, but "heavily guarded." 


In Italy where another strong 


man rules by the right of the 
mightiest, Hitler's swift and ruthless 
action is applauded. Those that said 
Mussolini was the real strong man 
and Hitler only the imitation may 
have to change their opinion. 
Hitler's spokesman warns the dis- 


satisfied "He who conspires against 
Hitler is playing with his own head.1 
That sort of talk sustains power as 
long as violence can uphold it. But 
usually that is not for long.

BERLIN, July 5.—Germany is 
coming slowly out of its night­ 
mare of terror and bullets to­ 
day to face the fact that at the 
end of 18 months of the Nazi 
regime this country has sunk to 
the level of wartime economy. 
Storm troop leaders were shot to 
avoid national Bolshevism, but one 
time prosperous Germany has al­ 
ready taken on many aspects of 
the poverty-stricken Soviet Union. 
While the rest of the world is still 
striving to get rid of surplus stocks 
of raw materials this country has 
stepped twenty years backward and 
in 1934, at peace, is beginning 
to 
suffer the same kind of hardship it 
endured in 1914 at war. 
Substitutes In Use 
The German word “ersatz” mean­ 
ing substitute which became world 
famous during the war is once more 
prominent in Germany's vooabulary. 
Even an incomplete list of substi­ 
tutes already introduced 
indicate 
one category of the reasons for that 
popular dissatisfaction which 
has 
just been whipped to cover under a 
hail of bullets. 
By government orders 200,000 to 
300,000 tons of bran are to be milled 
into Germany’s next 
milling 
of 
flour. Flour in current milling must 
contain 3.4 per cent potato starch 
and a quantity of dried 
skimmed 
milk. 
All woolen goods now manufac­ 
tured 
must 
contain 30 per cent 
shoddy. 
Beginning September it 
is expected that the government will 
enforce use in all wool products of 
60 per cent artificial chemical fibre. 
This invention of the 
dye 
trust 
called vistra resembles outing flan­ 
nel. 
Bicycles tires now manufactured 
may contain but two fifths of 
a 
pound of new rubber, the rest is re­ 
claimed rubber. 
No electric transmission lines may 
be made of copper any more. Gaso­ 
line must contain a large and in­ 
creasing percentage of benzel from 
coal and potato alcohol. 
Sugar from wood is being used in 
Increasing quantities. 
The word “ersatz” brings shivers 
to the German who remembers the 
wartime blockade but the proposed 
new law offers tax reductions as a 
permium to all firms producing sub­ 
stitutes for p r o d u c t s normally 
bought abroad. 
Enforced Reductions 
These circumstances have 
been 
brought about by enforced reduc­ 
tion of German imports due to the 
catastrophic fall of German exports. 
Exports fell for many reasons, chief 
among them the boycott against 
Hitler, the fact th at the mark was 
too high in value compared to the 
currency of gold, and world econ­ 
omic warfare. 
Panic buying is the initial conse­ 
quence. 
As fever brings

color to the cheeks so panic buying

The operation has already bought 
up virtually all supplies of imported 
consumption goods especially cloth­ 
ing, shoes and hats.

Every stock of tin, 
coal and iron, every kind
